1) ...how longing the Lord. David is pouring out His heart 
fillings to the Lord. I wrote down in my Bible right here, 
"Just tell Him. It's alright to tell Him you are hurting! 

2) ...Trial show us our own frailty. I don't care who you are 
or how close to God you think you are, there are things 
that can come into our life that can make the mighty man 
frail as a kitten. 


3) Job 13:24 Wherefore hidest thou thy face, and holdest 
me for thine enemy? 


1) 1 Samuel 17:45 Then said David to the Philistine, Thou 
comest to me with a sword, and with a spear, and with a 
shield: but I come to thee in the name of the LORD of 
hosts, the God of the armies of Israel, whom thou hast 
defied. 
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1) ...Persuaded of God's mercy. The word mercy here is that 
Hebrew word often translated "loving-kindness." Which 
is the mercy of God combined with the favor and love of 
God all rolled into one word. He said "I have trusted..." In 
the past Lord you have been merciful to me. In the past 
the Lord had every right to forget about David, to hide His 
face from David, to never give David any counsel, he 
could have never given David joy, or victory, or 
understanding. Yet in the past God has been merciful, 
gracious and loving and on this basis, David said I'm 
gonna trust God! 

2) ...overflowing heart of joy unspeakable and full of glory in 
a God that saves! We used to sing a song at Temple called 
"He never failed me yet!" I used to wonder, "Why the 
yet? Why not just 'He never failed me'?" Well in the 
midst of apprehension, we can trust that what God did in 
the past he will continue to do into the future! 

3) ...is the mark of a happy and blessed child of God! 

4) ...no reason to believe, that he will not continue to be 
bountiful toward me in present trial and in future trouble. 

5) ...condition hasn't changed. Then what happened. 
Somewhere between vs. 4 and 5 David realized that God 
hasn't changed. God's just as merciful and gracious and 
loving as he's always been, therefore David trusted God 
and found hope in his difficulty. 
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
